U.F.A Plan Blg Drive 


The big U.F.A, membership drive 
which is being planned for the first 
week in November, will be held simél- 
taneously with similar drives in 
toba and Saskatchewan; eo that it will 
be a real rallying week among the or- 
ganized farmers’ forces in the west. 
An army of canvassers will be at 
work; it is expected that 2,500 will be 
employed in Alberta, and a similar 
umber in both Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba. Altogether the workers en- 
listed in the campaign in the three 
provinces should number not, less than 
10,000, 

Each canvasser will, it is expec 
cover his half-township in a car, per 
canvassers are being urged not to go 
alone, but to fill up their cars with 
friends and neighbors. In this wey 
the U.F.A. workers in each district 
will be united together in a common 
cause, promoting that feeling of com- 
radeship which is necessary to a suc- 
cesstul issue of the campuign. ‘there 
is strength in numbers, is a good 
anrsco on shie—comt ertion MW hBZE ya, 
worker might be unsuccessful le- 
handed, two or three are likely to 
succeed, 

The object of the drive is to cover 
the whole of the settled portion of the 
province completely on November 19¢ 
and ,2nd, making a thorough canvass 
of eVery farmhouse. If the canvass 
is not completed:on those dates it may 
be continued over the first week of 
November, but a strong effort will be 
made for quick, concerted action on 
the days decided on, 

The plan of the organization begins 
with an organizer for each federal 
constituency, who will be in charge of 
the work in that territory. Where it 
is impossible to get one man to handle 
the whole constituency, two may be 
appointed, each taking half. Those or- 
ganizers will work through, and in 
close co-operation with, the District 
Boards. As far as possible, each Dis- 
trict Political Director will assume 
direct responsibility for the or, iza- 
tion of the drive in his own district. 
If unable to look after all his district, 
he will arrange with the constituency 
organizer to subdivide the territory. 
Then District Captains, each having 
charge of approximately nine. town- 
ships, will be Sppsinted, , Their re- 
sponsibility will be to get one can- 
vasser for each half township in the 
territory in their charge, and working 
with the District Director to see that 
all plans are completed with these 
canvassers so that on November lsat 
they will start out to canvass every 
elector in their half-township. Every 
one of the canvassers will be requ: 
to sign a pledge to do this worl 
no one will be asked to undertake it 
who is not prepared to do it thor- 
oughly, 

When the drive commences on No- 
Vember Ist every canvasser will send 
by first mail the report of his daily 
work, together with all the money re- 
ceived and duplicates of all receipts, 
to the U.F.A. Central Office, Calgary, 

‘The work of perfecting the o: 1- 
zation for the drive has already 
begun. Meetings of the various Con- 
stituency Boards will be held early in 
October, where the division of terri- 
tory among the workers will be defi- 
nitely decided upon. U.F.A, workers 
throughout the province are entering 
into the plan with the spirit and de- 
termination that ensure success,

THE WEEK’S NEWS IN TERSE TERMS 
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To Ration Coal 

The rationing of hard coal for do- 
mestic use has been ordered in Boston, 
as a means of relieving the scarcity 
which exists in all parts of the state. 
Eugene C. Hultman, chairman of the 
state commission on the necessaries of 
life, after a conference with a commit. 
tee of coal dealers, appointed by Gov- 
ernor Coolidge, announced that until 
further notice householders would be 
allowed only three tons of coal. 


Calgary Employment Office Busy 

The Calgary government employ- 
ment office during the past week plac- 
ed 1,128 men in different lines of work 
in the district. In addition to this, 59 
men were sent to jobs in other pro- 
vinces. The demand for harvesters 
and general farm help is falling off 
and according to the superintendent of 
the local bureau the demand for this 
class of labor will work back to its nor- 
mal standing during the next few 
weeks. 


Most Efficiently Run Board 

The bureau of labor statistics of 
Washington, which has urged the Min- 
nesota state commission board to in- 
vestigate the work of the British Co- 
lumbia workmen's compensation board, 
states that it is the most economical 
and most efficiently run board on the 
continent. 


Clothing Prices Coming Down 

Several clothiers in Toronto state 
that prices of clothing will come down 
next spring, although this does not ap- 
ply to English woollens. One promi- 
nent clothier stated that while his pro- 
fite had never been smaller than at 
present he would reduce his prices in 
the spring. Another merchant stated 
there had been a great decline in pur- 
chases and that “the public will go 
just so far and no further.”

Expensive Trip to Canada . 
Isaac Goldberg of East Grand Forks 
Minn., recently came to Canada in his 
touring car which he used for commer- 
cial purposes. The Dominion govern- 
ment, therefore, confiscated the car and 
it will cost him $4,000 to. get it back. 
He also purchased twenty-five cases of 
liquor for $1,100 with the idea of tak- 
ing them ifto the States, and the gov- 
ernment off Manitoba confincated that. 
Then he wis taken before the provin- 
. Cial police court for having liquor in a 
place other than ‘‘a private dwelling 
house" as forbidden under the Temper- 
ance Act, and he was fined $500 and 
costs for this. This trip is reputed to 
be, Goldberg's first to Canada, The 
driver of the unlucky car was fined 
$10 on the charge of conveying 
liquor. 


Taken to Jail by Legion 

Because he declared, or was reputed 
to have declared, that not enough per- 
sons were killed in the recent Wall 
Street explosion, Peter McCann _ of 
Muncy, Pa., was brought to Williams- 
burg by members of the, American Le- 
gion and locked in the county jail for 
his own safety. 


Fugitives Escape 

The preparations which were made 
at Mileage to capture the five bandits 
wanted in connection with the recent 
hold-up at Barrows Junction, seems to 
have been without avail. It #eems that 
the trail of the gang has been lost and 
that they have escaped into the north 
country. The police entered the woods 
where the bandits were supposed to 
have been cornered, but found no 
traces of the men. 


Steamship Employees Accept $10.00 

The striking seamen have accepted 
the offer of the Canada Steamship 
Lines of $10.00 per month increase in 
wages, and no recognition of the Sea- 
men’s Union. This decision was ar- 
rived at after a number of the strikers 
had interviewed the officials of the 
steamship company. The original de- 
mands were for an increase of $20 a 
month all round. 


Lumber Prices Falling 

Lumber prices fell in Toledo, Ohio, 
recently when a co-operative ready- 
cut house company announced a 20 
per cent. cut in retail lumber prices. 
Company officials said that Henry 
Ford's action in lowering the price of 
automobiles caused the decrease, in 
lumber prices. , 


Boom Coming 

Prominent railway officials state that 
Edmonton's position as a big railway 
centre has been firmly established by 
the location there of the head office 
for the government lines. It is pre- 
dicted that the near future will see 
marked expansion of railway facilities 
there, as well as construction of new 
car shops for the united services. 


A Secret Convention 

It is reported that a “secret pro- 
vincial convention” of the Self Deter- 
mination for Ireland League in Canada 
was held in Toronto on Sunday, ac- 
cording to information supplied to the 
local press. It is said that the conven- 
tion was attended by 500 delegates. 
Resolutions were passed pledging sup- 
port to the Irish in Ireland in their 
“self determination” campaign and 
condemned Mayor Church, the Toron- 
to police, the Orange Order and the 
Meighen government for “brute force” 
and intolerance in connection with their 
attitude toward the Sinn Feiners. 


Big Money for Pulpwood 

Settlers in northern Ontario located 
near the railways who have pulpwood 
on their property are reaping a rich 
harvest. They are receiving $15 a 
cord and $5.00 is paid in advance 
when the wood is piled in the bush, 
or $17.50 for delivery at the tracks 
without any advance payment. 


Cuba Cannot Send Canada Sugar 

In an address to the department of 
trade and commerce, the Canadian 
commissioner in Cuba writes: What- 
ever may be the existing stocks of 
raw and refined sugar in the United 
States and Canada, it is now a cer- 
tainty that the world cannot count on 
any further supplies from Cuban re- 
sources, The stocks of raw sugar in 
the island at this time of the year are 
smaller than they have been for many 
years. There is a comparatively small 
quantity to be thrown on the market 
as compared with other years.

Heavy Influx of Settlers from Britain 

Hon, J, A. Calder, minister of im- 
migration, who has just returned from 
a trip to the British Isles, states, 
“People are willing and anxious to 
come and the surplus population of 
Great Britain over pre-war days is 
estimated at 600,000 to 1,250,000, but 
next year's immigration to Canada 
will depend on two thinge—the em- 
ployment situation and the shipping 
facilities." If the employment situa- 
tion is as serious as is expected there 
will be a big movement to Canada if 
the people can get away. I find, how- 
ever, that all the North Atlantic Lines 
are booked up for a year for regular 
and tourist travel and a certain amount 
of immigration.” 


Cashier of Theatre Held Up 

Masked men held up Oliver Scott, 
cashier of the Regent motion picture 
house in Calgary, a few evenings ago 
in his office above the theatre, and 
after binding and gagging him, took 
$800 in cash from him. Scott had 
just checked up the receipts of the 
day and taken the money up in a can- 
vas sack, to lock in the safe when the 
bandits made their appearance. They 
tied the man up, took the money and 
made their escape. At the time of the 
holdup there was not a soul around 
the theatre. 


Chase for Bandits Over 

The chase for the bandits who, a 
week ago, robbed a lumber camp at 
Barrows, Man., is now over. Accord- 
ing to their vow not to be taken alive 
the two remaining members of the 
gang are dead, following a five hour 
battle with a posse of the provincial 
police. The last of the robber band 
was taken from a haystack five miles 
east of Tisdale, Sask., after it had been 
set on fire by the police. Their bodies 
were riddled with bullets. It is hard 
to recogrize the bodies of the dead 
men. On the arm of one are several 
tattoo marks, including a Russian name 
which has been interpreted as Joe 
Trychuk. No name can be learned 
for the other except that the two ban- 
dits, captured‘alive Saturday, referred 
to him as “Tony.” The battle which 
took place before the capture was a 
desperate one, over 400 rounds of am- 
munition were fired by the police and 
bandits. None of the latter were 
wounded, 


High Price to Wed 

Hiring Finnish men to marry Rus- 
sian women to enable the women to 
get out of Russia has become a popu- 
lar and lucrative business in the bor- 
der towns south of Viborg. The Finns 
ask a high price but the method never 
fails. It makes a Finnish subject of 
the woman and is recognized as lawful 
by the twé countries which have re- 
sumed diplomatic relations. Endless 
trouble ensues, of course, if the woman 
refuses to part with her pseudo hus- 
band.

The body of Nicholas Koleski, spe- 
cial officer of the police department, 
Aberdeen, Wash., U.S.A., was found 
by some small boys in a shallow creek 
in the woods on the outskirts of the 
city. Koleski's body was partially cov- 
ered with brush, His eyes were blind- 
folded and he had been shot three 
times. Koleski had been missing two 
weeks, He was twenty-four years 
old, a Russian Pole and a former Can- 
adian soldier,

J. A. MacGregor, manager of the 
Edmonton, Dunvegan and B.C, Rail- 
way, who was in Regina recently, stat- 
ed that there is not expected to be any 
trouble in moving this year’s crop in 
the north country. Improvements are 
being carried out steadily, or as much 
as could be expected owing to short- 
age of labor. He also stated that the 
crop this year was a good one and 
would about equal that of last year. 


Russian Offices to Be Closed 

' §, Likatscheff, Russian consul general 
in Canada, has been granted extended 
‘leave. C. Ragosnie, Russian consul in 
Vancouver, has received instructions 
through the Russian ambassador at 
Washington, D. C. Prof. Dahmetiff, 
that he muet close, provisionally, these 
‘offices until further advised. 


Financial Panic in Boston 

Uneasiness in Boston over local 
banking conditions recently caused 
runs on some institutions, with the re- 
sult that the Tremont Trust Company, 
the Fidelity Company and the Dor- 
chester Trust Company invoked the 
law which makes it possible to require 
90 days’ notice of withdrawals from 
the savings department, in order to 
stop the rush on the deposits. Hun- 
dreds participated in the run on the 
Tremont Trust Company and the

Police Magistrate Maiere remarked 
recently in Windsor, Ont., in agreeing 
to remit a jail sentence imposed on 
Oliver Grandmaison, aged 58, and 
father of a family, charged with in- 
fringement of the liquor regulations, 
that “prohibition has been tried and 
is a failure.’

The 
suggestion of the provincial authori- 
ties that magistrates punish even first 
offenses with a jail sentence, has not 
been adopted so far by the courts of 
this district.” 


Vancouver Facing Strike 

Unless. negotiations now under way 
between local shipbuilders and metal 
trade interests on the one hand and 
the labor unions on the other, termin- 
ates successfully before next Saturday, 
there is a possibility of a strike involv- 
ing approximately 3,500 men, declar- 
ed here next Monday. The men are 
asking for an increase in wages of 15 
per cent.; the demands being made by 
the unions call for a rate of one dol- 
lar an hour. 


Charged With Defamation of Corpse 

Alfred Perrier of Lachine, appeared 
in court at Montreal recently charged 
with the defamation of a corpse.

Continuation of History

A MYTSERIOUS MURDER UN- 
RAVELLED BY THE POLICE 
—THE TITLE OF “ROYAL” 
BESTOWED ON THE FORCE 
IN 1904—LORD MINTO AP- 
POINTED HON. COMMIS- 
SIONER—PATROL DUTY— 
STAMPING OUT PRAIRIE 
FIRES, 


One of the strangest cases 
which the North West Mounted 
Police had to handle in Canada 
was connected with the murder 
of a man named Hayward, and 
the bringing to justice of the man 
who had put him to death. In 
1904 an Englishman named Hay- 
ward made.a company of travel 
with Charles King, and during the 
fall took the trail to the Lesser 
Slave Lake from Edmonton. In 
those days there was little or no 
settlement in the north country 
and for a time the wayfarers dis- 
appeared as completely as though 
swallowed up by the wilderness. 
Late in October when the ice was 
already beginning to form on the 
edges of the sloughs and _ lakes, 
and there was the tang of ap- 
proaching winter in the air, the 
Indians at Sucker Creek took no- 
tice of a solitary traveller. This 
was King who had been Hay- 
ward's companion. He was rid- 
ing a good horse and had three 
pack animals with him and a dog 
trailed along behind. 


Suspicious Circumstances 


An observant Indian boy no- 
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ticed that the dog seemed to pay 
little attention to his master and 
only followed him very reluctant- 
ly. This circumstance was _ re- 
peated around the Indian camp 
and the Indians, more by intuition 
than anything else, came to the 
conclusion that there was some- 
thing wrong. An Indian came in- 
to the camp the same day, stat- 
ing that he had seen two white 
men making camp together and 
that during the night he had heard 
a shot and in the morning 
only one man was visible. The 
chief of the band, an Indian nam- 
ed Moostoose, thought that these 
circumstances were suspicious and 
sent a message to the _ nearest 
North West Mounted Police post. 
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In the meantime he took a party 
of Indians and examined most 
carefully the camping ground 
where the two men had _ been 
seen, While he was engaged in 
this work Sergeant Anderson of 
the Police, accompanied by a 
constable, arrived, and the mat- 
ter was taken in hand. 


Charred Remains 


The sergeant dug in the cold 
ashes of the fire and found some 
charred pieces of human bone. 
The Indians now remembered that 
they had seen a big blaze _ the 
night of the suspicious happen- 
ings. They also found nearby a 
human heart and some pieces of 
flesh, There was a slough near 
at hand and the Indians waded 
into it in their bare feet and they 
came upon a pair of boots, in the 
toes of which were stuffed gold 
nuggets and several other articles, 
subsequently identified as having 
belonged to Hayward. King was 
arrested and removed to Edmon- 
ton where he was tried. A num- 
ber of articles were identified as 
the property of Hayward and his 
murderer was hanged at the police 
barracks at Fort Saskatchewan. 


A Strange Dream 


There was a remarkable and 
tragic incident in connection with 
this affair. e murder was prov- 
ed to have taken place on the 18th 
September, 1904, and on_ that 
same night Henry Hayward, the 
brother of the murdered man had 
a dream which he described the 
next morning to the members of 
his family as being vivid and real- 
istic. He had a vision of the 
north country and saw his broth- 
er and another man sitting around 
the fire. 


and his remains cremated. The 
features of the murderer were in- 
delibly impressed upon his mind 
and he afterwards identified the 
picture of King. This dream took 
place long before any word was

“Royal” North West Mounted 


Police 


1904 was a milestone year in 
the career of the Mounted Police 
because in the Canada Gazette, 
June 24 it was announced that His 
Majesty the King had been gra- 
ciously pleased to confer the title 
of ‘‘Royal’’ upon the North West 
Mounted Police. This was due to 

| the efforts of Lord Minto, Gover- 
nor General, who during a num- 
ber of trips in the west had come 
closely in contact with members 
of the splendid body. At the 
same time the post of Hon, Com- 
missioner of the force was created 
and was offered to Lord Minto, 
who accepted it. A bill was also 
passed in parliament providing 
for pentions for officers of the 


Patrol Duty 


During the early days of the 
present century when conditions 
were becoming more settled and 
many settlers were flocking to the 
country, the members of the N.W. 
M.P. performed patrol duty 
which unquestionably saved many 
lives. Numbers of new settlers 
were passing their first winter on 
the prairie and some of them had 
very little experience in making 
preparations to withstand the 
rigors of the. climate. 

There was a succession of un- 
usually severe winters and some 
of those on prairie homesteads 
suffered severely. The patrol rid- 
ers of the Mounted Police were 
always on duty visiting these out- 
lying homesteads and bringing re- 
lief to those suffering from unac- 
customed conditions, There is no 
doubt that many lives were saved 
in this manner and much suffer- 
ing alleviated. 


The Fire Rangers 


Vigorous attempts were also 
made to starnp out the prairie 
fires which were devastating the 
country. I remember well, being 
present on the western prairie and 
watching the effective manner in 
which the scarlet riders handled 
the situation. A long tongue of 
fire had come in from the Saskat- 
chewan river, crossed Swift Cur- 
rent Creek and was_ spreading 
westward. A strong wind was 
blowing and tongues of fire were 
climbing the northern escarpment 
of the Missouri Coteau. e 
south country had not been burn- 
ed for years; it was rough with 
old bottom and the ranchers as 
they saw clouds of smoke ascend- 
ing, knew their range was in seri- 
ous danger. Four Mounted Police 
galloped up and hurried to where 
some settlers were beating at the 
fire as it climbed the gravel ridges. 
As the police galloped up the 
sergeant sprung to the ground. 
There was a bunch of cattle feed- 
ing nearby. 

He removed his rifle from the 
holster and taking a quick shot, 
dropped a big steer that was 
standing with its head in the air. 
Almost instantly most of the meat 
was removed leaving the skin and 
some of the entrails intact, but all 
bloody. One of the policemen 
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fastened, his lariat to what had 
been the hind leg of the animal 
and the other to the foreleg. The 
lariats were made fast to the horns 
of their saddles and away they 
went at a gallop, dragging out the 
line of fire. One man followed 
|to extinguish any stray sparks 
which had been left behind and 
by this means in very short time, 
a line of fire extending for nearly 
twenty miles had been éxtinguish- 
ed.

The Central Political Committee of 
the U.F.A, have now made definite 
Plans for staging a membership drive 
to cover the whole province the first 
week in November. Manitoba and Sas- 
katchowan have completed arrange- 
ments for a similar drive for exactly 
the same tinfe. Therefore, this drive 
will extend throughout the three 
prairie provinces during the first week 
of November, 

The object throughout the drive in 
each province will be the sameto col- 
lect the sum of six dollars from every 
farmer in the province, and to make 
every farmer and farm woman, farm- 
er’s son and farmer's daughter a mem. 
ber of the U.F.A. and U.F.W.A, and 
political members in good standing; 
and to place our political organ in 
every farm home. The plan Is one 
dollar out of each six will go into a 
central organization fund, out of which 
all expenses of the drive will be paid. 
This drive is to be self-supporting, It 
is to be paid for entirely out of the pro- 
ceeds of the drive, but it is planned 
that the local, district political asso- 
ciation and central will each recetve 
one dollar net from the membership 
subscription. 


This is a critical moment in the his- 
tory of our organization. Last year the 
decision to take political action and the 
large district conventions in every 
constituency aroused great enthisasm. 
Ten thousand new members were 
added to our organization, This en- 
thusiasm naturally has not remained 
at boiling point, since there is no elec- 
tion immediately in sight. It is im- 
perative, however, that we not only 
keep our organization at full strength, 
but that we bend every energy to make 
the U.F.A. 100 per cent. strong in every 
district. All the forces of reaction and 
special privilege are arrayed against 
us, with determination and with re- 
sources greater than ever before, to 
smash this farmers’ movement. The 
Premier of Canada, Hon. Arthur 
Meighen, has publicly denounced Hon. 
T. A. Crerar and H. W. Wood as leader 
of “the wreckers” of Canada, That cry 
and the old “loyalty cry” and every 
other political subterfuge will be used 
against us. Some people will believe 
what they are told. It is imperative 
that every farmer and farm woman be 
got into the organization where they 
can learn at first hand what the or- 
ganization stands for.

Ihave four sisters and tour 
brothers, their names are Maurice, 
Jackie, William, Nellie, Frances, 
Mabel, Dorothea and James, he is 
the baby, sixteen months old.

My sisters and brothers all like to 
go to school very much.

A SERIES OF ARTICLES DEALING WITH ‘VARIOUS 
WESTERN QUESTIONS 


CRIME IN THE WEST 


Crime appears to be contagious. Following the daring rob- 
bery of the Crow's Nest train near Frank, in Alberta, and the 
fatalities which occurred in connection with it, comes the news of 
the invasion of northeastern Saskatchewan by a party of armed 
bandits who have committed several outrages and wounded sev- 
eral persons. 

The reputation of northwestern Canada as a law abiding 
region, despite its remote frontiers, has been remarkable. We 
have had very little of the lawlessness and wild life which was 
characteristic of the American frontier. This has been due to 
two reasons. The first; that the original settlers which came 
into the country were of that steady, progressive British stock 
who have an inherent respect for law and order; the secand, 
that the North West Mounted Police, with their splendid organi- 
zation, and esprit de corps and personal efficiency spread terror 
in the hearts of evil doers. Of late years, however, many peo- 
ple of foreign extraction have come into the country and the 
North West Mounted Police has become a Dominion body and 
have ceased to belong peculiarly to the north west. Most of 
their local work has been taken over by the provincial police of 
the western provinces, These men are unquestionably doing 
good work, and in certain individual instances have performed 
exploits well worthy of the example set them by the red-coated 
troopers. However, they have neither the numbers nor the 
semi-military organization which enabled the Mounted Police 
to perform their duties so efficiently, and it may be that those 
inclined to crime do not hold them in the same awe. 

The chief offenders against the laws of person and pro- 
perty appear to*be men of Russian birth or extraction, and they 
may, perhaps be influenced by the pernicious Bolshevist doc- 
trines which are being spread abroad in the country of their 
origin. 

It would, therefore, seem as if the first thing to do is to 
capture and punish the criminals, and then see that as few peo- 
ple of their type as possible are permitted to find hdrborage in 
Canada. In the past our emigration laws have been much too 
elastic and many people of whom the authorities could know 
little were admitted to the country. Last year the emigration 
laws were amended so as to make them much more stringent, 
but there is still some room for improvement. 

This country is British and we must see to it that there is a 
sufficient majority of the Anglo Saxon race to stamp their char- 
acteristics on the life of the whole country. As long as we keep 
our British sentiment, tradition and race, we have little to fear. 


THE EXCHANGE QUESTION 


Despite the adverse exchange rate investors in Great Britain 
are beginning to take a good deal of interest in Canadian invest- 
ments. This is particularly true of enterprises which, while sound 
in themselves give promise of a speculative profit. 

Many prominent Britishers have recently visited the Domin- 
ion to size up conditions, and there are indications that more are 
coming. 

Various reasons are advanced for the low rate of exchange 
against Britain and other European countries in the States; it is 
asserted that it is the result of an inflexible, automatic economic 
rule. This may be so, but it is sure that the Americans are taking 
advantage of it to the utmost, to add to their profit in their trad- 
ing relations with Canada. Why they do this is obvious, 
when the fact is taken into consideration that the American dollar 
gains in value, just so soon as it is transferred to the Dominion. 

In Canada we are unfortunate enough to be to a certain ex- 
tent at least, under the influence of the New York money markets 
and owing to our financial arrangement with the States we are 
forced to discount to some extent the British pound sterling. It 
is true that the balance of trade has something to do with this 
question, but we cannot get the idea out of our minds that the 
astuteness of the Yankee trader in endeavoring to do business 
to his national and personal advantage is also a pretty big factor. 
The way to adjust the matter ia ta nee everv possible stimulus to 
business in Canada; to increase our production and manufacture; 
and to obtain our commercial independence. 

There is every indication, however, that British money will 
come in considerable sums to the Dominion, despite the adverse 
exchange rate. 


REFUGE FOR AGITATORS 


It is announced that the General Secretary of the One Big 
Union in Canada has been refused admittance to the United States 
because he is an agitator. 

For many years the United States admitted all sorts and con- 
ditions of people-to their shores—Cammorists and Black Hand- 


ers from Italy; Anarchists from Russia; and revolutionaries fronyy 


other European countries found within the land of the free a safe’ ’ 


asylum and a field for their pernicious activities. Of late, how- 
ever, the Government of the United States has found out the 
menace that some of the people may be to the welfare of the 
country, and stringent immigration regulations have been put 
into effect. 

We are geiting too many people of this nature in Canada, 
and in this respect at least, it would be well for our Government 
to take a leaf out of the book of our neighbors to the south.

Arranged Between 
Canadian Govern- 
ment and the Indians.

The different treaties arranged 
between the government of Can- 
ada and the Canadian Indians 
make interesting study. 


Liberal Terms 


In reading these treaties one 
cannot but admire the evident 
intention on the part of the gov- 
ernment, as represented by the 
different treaty commissioners to 
deed generously, even bountifully, 
with the red men, who, in enter- 
ing into the agreements made 
from time to time, relinquished 
any rights they may have had in 
the soil, thus opening a new 
world for settlement and cultiva- 
tion by the people who have 
come from Britain and _over- 
crowded Europe to find homes 
with us. 

In his long report to the Gov- 
ernor-General on these treaties, 
Lieut.-Governor Morris pointed 
out that the provisions of these 
agreements must be carried out 
with the utmost good faith and 
with the nicest exactness by the 
government. He emphasized the 
importance of a judicious selec- 
tion of agents and farm instruc- 
tors, with the additional aid of 
well selected carpenters and 
echool teachers, He looked for- 
ward to seeing the Indians become 
faithful allies of the Crown and 
a gradually increasing and self- 
supporting people. 

It was only to be expected that 
in the subsequent years the terms 
of the treaties would be a subject 
for frequent discussion between 
the Indians and the local officials 
‘appointed to administer and man- 
.age their affairs. 

As the years passed by there 
were not a few who contended 


oth- 
been 


treaty commissioner throug! 
cial interpreters, had not 
given to them. 

Nor was it a source of satisfac- 
tion to the Indian to be asked to 
produce his treaty parchment and 
compare the things there enumer- 
ated with those he had actually 
received, because he thus found 
every promise faithfully perform- 
aad. 

There were among the, In- 
dians those who had been pres- 
ent at the treaty-emaking and who 


claimed that the interpreters had | th 


referred to many things not men- 
tioned in-their parchment rolls. 
They did not hesitate to say that 
the interpreters had deliberately 
lied to them. 

During the later 80's one of 
these interpreters suffered from 
paralysis of his tongue from 
which -he never recovered, and 
this was quickly seized upon by 
the Indians as confirmation of 
their contention, considering his 
affliction as a punishment for his 
falsehoods. : 

In his conferences with his 
agent or other officials, there was 
perhaps nothing to which the In- 
dian made more constant refer- 
ence than an alleged promise that 
he would receive payment for 
anything ‘taken from his reserve 
by the white man, or for his use. 
This claim was recognized gen- 
erously but at times led to amus- 
ing and often embarrassing cir- 
pane 


+) A Costly Dinner 


In the summer of 1886 Mr. R. 
H. Williamg, now head of the 
Glasgow House of Regina, had a 
contract for the erection of an 
agency dwelling: house at File 

ills. 

A contract for the. painting of 
this structure had been given _to 
the firm of Crapper Bros. The 
painters, all Gf whom were sent 
from Regina, brought with them 
all the Ae op pliances for 
ooking their tmeals in the new 
Ruitding. 

On a certain Monday morning, 
at the time set'apart for the 
semi-weekly issife of rations to the 
Indians, it was observed that 
more than ordinary care had been 
bestowed by them in the prepara- 
tion of their toilet, paint . and 
feathers being in evidence on all 
sides, 

To the initiated this meant a 
pow-wow with the agent. 

“Come on men and yet your 
rations. This is my busy day,” 
called out Mr. Westover, their in- 
structor. No heed was paid to 
this invitation. It was evident that 
other business was to be transact- 
ed first. After some inquiry by 


that many things promised by the | } 


the interpreter, an old Indian 
named ‘Spirit Bird’’ approached 
the agent, Mr. P. J. Williams, and 
very ceremoniously shook hands 
with him. 

After a long harrangue he fin- 
ally charged that white men were 
taking the Indians’ property with- 
out payment. Urged for some 
definite information he laid the 
formal complaint that on _ the 
previous day—Sunday — three 
turnips had been taken from his 
garden for the painters’ dinner. 

The Indians were evidently tak- 
ing the matter very seriously so 
that the agent must do likewise. 

Mr. Painter, who was half a 
mile away, was promptly sent 
for and told of his sin. 

The warlike dress and attitude 
of the Indians evidently had its 
effect on the painter, who not 
only frankly acknowledged his 
act, but offered to settle for such 
charge as the Indians might be 
pleased to name. 

When pressed to state the 
amount that would restore good 
feelings between the white man 
and the red, “Spirit Bird’’ gave a 
short address, concluding with 
an expression of his pleasure that 
the painter was in a paying mood. 

“When my good brother, Pia- 
pot, missed some building logs 
from his resérve and found them 
on a white man’s land, he told his 
trouble to the judge, who ordered 
a payment of one dollar for each 
log. I am ready to settle on the 
same terms—one dollar for each 
turnip.” Payment on this basis 
was promptly made. 


A Liberal Parliament 


Following the rebellion of 
1885 the opposition in the Do- 
minion Parliament insisted that a 
more progressive policy should be 
followed in dealing with the west- 
ern Indian. 

The result was that Parliament 
was asked for, and voted, mil- 
lions of money for this purpose, 
during subsequent sessions. 

In return for these lavish ex- 
penditures a departmental polic: 
was inaugurated at Ottawa which 
aimed at offsetting in a measure, 
this heavy drain on public funds, 
requ ge th nolan D sUDD 
without charge, such quantities of 
hay and wood and other com- 
modities as might be required at 
the agencies, 

Protests, loud and lasting, were 
made by our File Hills wards. 
Again and again they emphasized 
the promise of payment said to 
have been given them by the 
treaty commissioner. 

In Septmeber, 1886, this ques- 
tion assumed a concrete form. 

Calling the chiefs and headmen 

together, Agent Williams said to 
em: 
“Since coming among you a 
year ago, you have not ceased to 
talk to me about the great White 
Mother and what she has lately 
done for you. My friend, Little 
Calf, not long ago, pointing to 
the wagons, sleighs, mowers, 
plows, harrows and other things, 
told us all in a long address that 
hie feared some great calamity 
would come upon you unless by 
honest work and proper use of 
this machinery you showed your 
gratitude for the Queen's gener- 
osity. 

“I have brought you here this 
morning to tell you of another 
way to express your thankfulness. 

“During the coming winter and 
following spring | will require sev- 
eral tons of hay for the govern- 
ment animals at the agency. Let 
every man of you turn out. 
will send with you my instructor, 
clerk and interpreter. With ten 
mowers and rakes you will in two 
or three days put up several hun- 
dred tons, - 

“After the winter has passed 
you will be permitted to sell for 
your own benefit any surplus over 
my requirements. But you must 
very clearly understand that for 
my portion you will get no pay- 
ment. This must be a_ gift to 
your Queen.” 

This proposition was most vig- 
orously opposed by every Indian 
present. Not until the sun was 
sinking in the west did the flow 
of native oratory show any ten- 
dency to terminate. Pee-pee-kee- 
sis, Star Blanket, The Owl, Stern 
Child, Buffalo Blanket, all insist- 
ed upon the usual cash equivalent, 
but in the end wiser counsel pre- 
vailed and a reluctant assent was 
given. 

Next morning a long proces- 
sion of wagons, mowers, and 
rakes, preceded by carts loaded 
with provisions for two hundred 
men, women and children, head- 
ed, for a hay meadow on Star 
Blankets reserve, where thousands 
of tons stood waiting for the ac- 
tion of the mower knife. 

The writer, mounted on a 
mower, was one of the party. - 

It was afterwards learned that 
during the night Star Blanket's 


band held a pow-wow and decid- 
ed to withdraw their consent. 
They would lend no assistance. 
Whether they would show open 
resistance was uncertain, 

As it turned out I was the only 
one to experience any unpleasant- 
ness. When about half a_ mile 
from the agency Stern Child sud- 
denly emerged from a clump o 
bushes and throwing up his hands 
ichecked the progress of my 
team. 

What to do was the problem 
which must be solved in a mo- 
ment. ‘Get official advice,’ was 
the prompt decision, followed by 
a hasty return to the agent's of- 
fice. 

“Well?"’ said that official, in- 
terrogatively, evidently scenting 
trouble. 

“Stern Child pocdiide my team 
and took off the neck yoke. What 
shall I do?" 

“Knock Hell out of him,” 

“All right sir. My sentiments 
exactly. I'll do that very thing.” 

Armed with this sulphur-fumed 
authority, I returned to the scene 
of action only to find that my 
friend had disappeared, thus 
escaping the purgative measures 
approved by the agent.

Question: Farmer, 
What makes a bee hum? : 

Answer: The bee's humming is 
made by its wings when it flies. 
The noise is not made by its voice 
box as when we sing, for the bee 
has no voice box. Its wings, 
however, move very quickly—a 
bird would “hum” when flying if 
its-wings* moved quickly enough. | 
If the waves in the air are too slow 
as when we wave a stick, or a bird 
flaps its wings, we hear nothing. 
If they are too fast, as in the case 
of some insects and in other cases, 
like the scream of the bat, we 
cannot hear them; thus there are 
many ,sounds which we cannot 
hear and many colors we cannot 
see. But the vibrations in the air 
made by the bee's wings are of a 
rate that is within the range of our 
hearing—if the bee is near enough 
—and so we hear a humming.

Question: Why does a noise 
break a window? : 

Answer: A noise is an irregu- 
lar wave of air—which is a’ ‘real 
thing, and has weight and power, 
therefore a wave of air may break 
a window exactly as the wave in 
the sea will break a breakwater, 
though the wave can only do this 
when it is very strong. Every 
time a noise gets through a shut 
window it shakes the window. If 
the noise is coming from the street 
the air outside is thrown into 
waves which pass through it until 
they strike the window and shake 
it; then the window shakes the air 
inside the room _ in exactly the 
same way as the air outside shook 
it, only not perhaps so strongly. 
And so the noise reaches you just 
as if you had heard it outside, 
though not so loud. The noise 
only has to be loud enough to. 
shake the window more than it 
can stand and then it breaks. 


How 
do birds know how to build their 
nests? 


Answer. No one has ever yet 
been really able to explain by 
what power animals are able to do 
all the wonderful things of which 
they are capable, such as spiders 
making webs, bees storing honey, 
birds building nests, etc. It is by 
what we call instinct.
